The 
object  has  been  acoomplished,  the  result,  ae 
it  is  snpposed,  being  at  least  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  The  display  of  articles 
was  a  grand  bazaar— jewels,  watches,  paint¬ 
ings,  tapestries,  pianos,  horses,  buggies, 
harnesses,  flocks  of  sheep,  with  all  the  num¬ 
berless  et  ceteras  always  found  in  such 
places.  Most  of  the  articles,  and  especially 
those  of  much  value,  have  been  disposed  of 
by  raffle,  bringing  in  this  way,  of  course, 
far  more  than  they  are  really  worth. 

It  has  been  noticed,  as  a  singular  circum¬ 
stance,  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  most 
elegant  and  valuable  articles  have  been 
won  by  Boston  folk.  Very  funny  undoubt¬ 
edly  ;  but  why  not  ?  When  yon  commit  • 
matter  to  the  doctrine  of  chances,  yon  can¬ 
not  tell  how  it  will  fall  out ;  and  if  it  hap¬ 
pen  that  a  large  share  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  coveted  articles  went  to  fine  mansions 
in  our  own  city,  was  anybody  to  blame  for 
that  ?  Of  course  those  who  bought  tickets 
and  got  nothing  must  find  fsmlt ;  but  might 
there  net  have  been  some  secret  law  of  af- 
'  finities  in  the  case  which  they  eould  not  ni> 
derstand?  Among  other  things  whidi 
many  desired  but  did  not  get,  was  a  very 
beautiful  horse  with  boggy  and  harness.- 
These  were  disposed  of  as  three  lots,  and 
one  lucky  individual  got  them  all  ? 

But  the  thinking  ol^hioh  I  have  spoken 
is  not  so  much  abouc^^ese  strange  freaks 
of  chance  as  about  the  whole  matter  of  the 
raffle.  The  thing  which  a  great  many  are 
trying  to  do  is  to  classify  the  raffle,  so  aato 
be  quite  sure  what  it  is  and  what  it  in¬ 
volves.  They  are  endeavoring  to  find  out 
the  difflerenoe  between  a  raffle  and  a  lot¬ 
tery,  and  they  cannot  see  that  there  is  any 
difference.  If  Mr.  A  pays  ten  dollars  for  a 
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Even  Butler’s  great  work — The  Analogy — 
has  only  the  space  allowed  to  the  letters  of 
its  title. 

Now  we  submit  that  this  is  not  what  the 
religions  portion  of  the  community  had  a 
right  to  expect.  English  literature  is  made 
up  of  m<»e  than  the  productions  of  poets, 
orators,  historians,  and  philosophers.  A 
critic  of  English  literature  fails  to  meet  the 
duties  of  his  position,  when  he  does  not  al¬ 
low  to  theology  the  place  to  which  it  is  en¬ 
titled,  and  which  by  its  permanent  influ¬ 
ence  it  will  continue  to  assert 
We  advert  to  this  the  more  fully  because 
we  believe  our  author’s  views  are  sound  on 
many  points  around  which  the  great  skep¬ 
tical  conflicts  of  these  last  centuries  have 
been  waged,  and  when  he  turns  to  these— 
although  we  have  noticed  again  and  again 
a  studied  effort  to  avoid  them— as  in  the 
case  of  Hume,  Gibbon,  Bolingbreke,  Ac., 
whose  skeptical  notions  are  scarcely  so 
much  as  mentioned  —  he  plainly  enough 
betrays  his  sympathies.  His  remarks,  for 
instance,  on  Locke’s  Philosophy,  are  quite 
racy,  and  not  a  little  caustic.  Locke,” 
he  says,  ”  was  a  man  of  great  moral  worth, 
of  the  highest  integrity,  disinterested,  just, 
tolerant,  and  humane,  as  well  as  of  extraor- 
dina^  penetration  and  capacity:  moreover, 
he  was  probably  as  free  from  anything  like 
self-conceit  or  the  over-estimation  either  of 
his  own  virtues  or  of  his  own  talents,  as  peo¬ 
ple  of  good  sense  usually  are;  and  he  had  un¬ 
doubtedly  a  great  respect  for  the  Deity,  as 
the  First  Magistrate  of  the  Universe;  yet  to 
a  mind  differently  constituted  from  his,  and 
which,  instead  of  seeisg  a  mystery  in  no¬ 
thing,  sees  a  mystery  in  all  things,  there  is, 
it  must  be  confessed,  something  so  unsatis¬ 
factory  in  the  whole  strain  of  his  philoso¬ 
phy,  that  his  merits  perhaps  would  scarcely 
be  rated  by  such  a  mind  so  high  as  they  de¬ 
serve.  ...  No  awe,  no  wonder,  no  self¬ 
distrust — no  sense  of  anything  above — we 
might  almost  say  beside,  or  out  of  the  in¬ 
tellect  of  the  speculator.  Malebranohe  saw 
all  things  in  God- Locke  saw  all  things  in 
himself.  Nay,  he  wont  all  but  the  length 
of  seeing  the  whole  universe  in  his  five  cor¬ 
poreal  senses,  and  the  majority  of  his  dis¬ 
ciples  in  more  recent  times  have  boldly 
leaped  across  the  slight  barrier  which  kept 
their  master  back  from  that  great  discov¬ 
ery.” 

The  man  who  could  write  that,  could 
have  written  of  not  a  few  others  whose 
names  he  mentions,  what  needed  to  be 
written,  and  what  should  have  been  found 
in  a  volume  like  this,  which  will  go  largely 
into  the  hands  of  our  studious  youth  seek¬ 
ing  with  their  own  peculiar  enthusiasm  a 
familiar  acquaintance  with  classic  English 
authors.  While  we  do  not  agree  with  him 
in  all  his  criticisms,  and  while  we  feel  dis¬ 
appointed  and  dissatisfied  by  his  omissions. 
How  could  freely  admit  the  general  correctness  of 
his  views  and  the  accuracy  and  discrimina¬ 
tion  of  his  criticisms.  His  work,  however, 
might  well  bear  to  be  supplemented  by  a 
fuller  notice  of  scores  of  authors — the  great 
divines  of  the  seventeenth  century,  for  in¬ 
stance — who  occupy  here  but  a  subordinate 
position,  yet  to  whom  the  world  of  to-day 
is  indebt^  to  an  extent  which  words  can 
scarce  express. 

We  feel  that  a  debt  of  gratitude  is  due  to 
the  great  writers  of  our  literature  whosd  in¬ 
fluence,  if  it  could  be  only  brought  to  bear 
through  an  enlarged  familiarity  with  their 
writings,  might  serve  largely  os  a  corrective 
of  prevalent  errors  and  mischiefs.  Their 
writings  are  not  obsolete.  Some  of  them, 
of  rare  literary  merit,  well  deserve  to  be  dis¬ 
entombed,  and  one  who  wanders  through 
the  catacombs  of  the  past,  reading  the  in¬ 
scriptions  on  the  memorials  of  dead  centu¬ 
ries,  should  honor  his  own  sympathies  by 
rescuing  them  from  oblivion.

We  noticed,  a  few  months  ago,  some  ele¬ 
gant  African  manuscripts  received  in  tbia 
city,  procured  from  President  Benson  and 
Ex-President  Roberts  of  Liberia,  from  edu¬ 
cated  negroes  visiting  the  coast.  They 
have  been  universally  admired  for  their 
neatness,  uniformity,  and  distinctness ;  and 
their  contents,  as  translated  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Isaac  Bird,  of  Hartford,  are  curious,  inter¬ 
esting,  and  instructive,  proving  the  strong 
Mohammedan  faith  of  the  writers,  their 
knowledge  of  some  things,  and  their  ignor¬ 
ance 


found  capable  of  appreciating  the  evidence 
and  the  importance  of  the  object  for  which 
it  was  procured,  and  also  the  duty  of  act¬ 
ing  with  promptitude.  Rev.  Mr.  Bliss, 
one  of  the  missionaries  of  the  American 
Board  in  Syria,  being  in  the  United  States, 
on  flrst  seeing  the  MSS.  pronounced  the 
language  in  which  they  are  written  to  be 
classical  Arabic,  the  numerous  vowel  points 
being  correctly  given,  which  marks  the 
grammatical  distinctions.  On  learning  that 
arrangements  had  been  made,  in  concert 
with  the  Presidents  of  Liberia,  to  send  into 
the  interior  any  Arabic  books  or  documents 
which  the  Now  York  correspondent  might 
transmit,  Mr.  Bliss  promptly  ordered  a  box 
of  the  books  printed  in  the  Society’s  press 
in  Beyrout ;  and  these  have  just  arrived 
here.  According  to  the  original  plan,  a 
number  of  questions  have  been  added  to 
each  volume  in  Arabic,  saluting  the  read¬ 
er,  inviting  his  correspondence,  promising 
more  books,  and  giving  a  list  of  questions 
to  be  replied  to  in  writing,  through  the 
same  channel  of  communication. 

Thus,  after  the  efforts  of  many  years,  a 
very  interesting  and  original  enterprise 
seems  to  be  in  the  way  of  speedy  accom¬ 
plishment  ;  and  much  of  that  geographical 
and  statistical  knowledge  of  the  interior  of 
that  vast  continent  is  likely  to  come  to  us, 
without  loss  of  time  or  the  sacrifice  of  life, 
which  BO  many  of  the  most  enterprising 
travellers  have  sought  for  in  vain. 


COHOREOATIOITALIBX  IM  BAPTUT  CHVSOHES. 

Among  the  extracts  included  under  the 
head  of  the  Religious  Press  the  reader  will 
find  a  most  signifloant  article  from  Tfta 
Chronicle  (Baptist)  of  this  city.  It  will  be 
seen  that  it  disousses  with  frankness  and 
candor  the  advantages  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  and  Presbyterian  forms  of  Church 
government,  or  in  other  words,  of  a  purely 
democratic,  as  compared  with  a  representa¬ 
tive,  government  in  the  Church.  In  the 
one  case  the  power  is  exercised  directly  by 
the  members  of  each  Church  ;  in  the  other 
it  emanates  from  the  membership,  but  its 
exercise  is  entrusted  to  a  few  of  the  wisest 
and  most  discreet  of  their  number,  chosen 
by  the  whole  body  to  aid  the  pastor  in  the 
responsible,  and  often  trying,  duties  of 
Church  discipline. 

The  article  shows  that  the  experience  of 
the  writer  in  Church  government  has  not 
impressed  him  very  favorably  with  a  system 
which  is  “a  pure  democracy,”  and  in 
which  the  young,  and  inexperienced,  and 
the  ignorant,  who  are  always  liable  to  pre¬ 
judices  and  false  judgment,  have  an  equal 
voice  and  authcrity  with  the  most  aged, 
wise,  and  venerable  men  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  Nor  are  we  surprised  that  he  has  lost 
his  conceit  of  the  beauties  of  pure  Inde¬ 
pendency.  Indeed  with  the  history  of  the 
Baptist  churofaes  in  this  city  for  the  last 
twenty  years  before  him,  we  do  not  see  how 
it  could  be  otherwise.  With  the  partial 
knowledge  which  we  possess  of  their  his¬ 
tory,  we  have  long  since  come  to  the  oon- 
olusion,  that  this  was  the  chief  element  of 
weakness  in  the  denomination,  especially 
in  onr  large  cities,  and  that  to  this,  more 
than  any  other  one  thing,  was  to  be  attri¬ 
buted  its  want  of  progress. 

The  writer  is  not  by  any  means  the  only 
prominent  Baptist  of  New  York,  whom  we 
have  heard  express  great  dissatisfaction 
with  the  system,  and  long  for  a  safer  and 
more  reliable  way  of  administering  Church 
discipline.  In  the  matter  of  ecclesiastical 
councils  convoked  by  their  churches  in  a 
special  emergency,  they  had  seen  the  weak¬ 
ness  and  insuffioienoy  of  those  principles — 
resulting  neither  in  the  harmonizing  of  dis¬ 
cordant  elements,  nor  the  withdrawal  of 
fellowship  from  those  who  had  proved 
themselves  unworthy  of  recognition.  Those 
defects  they  deplored,  but  hoped  that  time 
and  a  wider  experience  of  the  evils  would 
finally  induce  the  denomination  to  modify 
or  change  the  system  itselL

Her  love- labor  of  two  busy  years  at  Scutari 
cost  her  her  own  health  ;  shs  came  home  a 
broken  invalid,  never  to  regain  the  bloom 
and  vigor  of  her  early  days.

English  literature.  From  rude  and  barbar¬ 
ous  beginnings,  it  has  grown  np  to  be  one 
of  the  educating  powers  of  the  world.  The 
time  was  when  the  influence  of  the  study  of 
the  old  classics  of  Greece  and  Rome  mcoited 
apprehension,  and  that  apprehension  has 
not  wholly  died  away.  But  for  practical 
and  permanent  impression,  the  ancient  can¬ 
not  vie  with  the  modem  classics.  Slowly 
indeed,  but  steadily,  onr  great  English  an- 
thors  are  gaining  gronnd,  and  of  not  a  few  of 
tirem  we  may  say  that  they  nevmr  nnnbered 
more  readers  or  exerted  a  greater  infflience 
than  th^  do  to-day.  Being  dead,  they  yet 
speak,  and  the  echoes  ef  their  utterance 
roll  on  from  land  to  land,  and  from  century 
to  century. 

It  is  thus  that  each  succeeding  generation 
is  trained  largely  by  those  that  preceded  it. 
Wordsworth  need  scarcely  have  a^oeiro- 
phized  the  great  English  poet  thus  : 

**  Kiltaa,  thon  ihoaldft  be  at  thia  horn." 

In  the  highest  sense  he  is  living  yet. 
At  this  day  onr  scholars,  onr  great  think¬ 
ers,  the  men  that  are  moulding  the  desti¬ 
nies  of  society,  have  taken  their  hints  from 
those  whose  names  shine  as  the  lights  of 
the  past — the  constellations  of  our  literature 
— some  of  them,  we  regret  to  say,  wander¬ 
ing  stars  that  serve  only  to  mislead.  Gibbon 
is  yet  poisoning  the  fonntalns  of  history. 
Hume  is  yet  misleading  the  youthful  mind 
aUured  by  his  fame.  Boliagbroke  is  yet 
into  paths  of  error  those  who 
would  fain  admira  perhaps  emulate  his 
filing  periods.  Sh^ey  serves  yet  as  high- 
priott  at  an  altar  where  poetic  dreamy  fan¬ 
cy  makes  saerifioe  of  religions  faith.  Byron 
still  oasts  his  banefnl  spell  over  morbid 
hearts,  and  works  the  enchantment  of  his 
misanthropy  by  the  splendor  of  his  genins. 
To  traoe  the  effects  of  the  deleterious  influ¬ 
ence  exerted  by  snoh  men  as  these  is  one  of 
the  saddest  tasks  imposed  on  a  Ohristian 
phik>B<^hy. 

God  be  thanked  that  there  is  something 
to  offset  their  work.  Among  onr  richest 
treasures  are  the  writings  of  the  good  and 
wise,  which  still  instmet  onr  yonth  and  de¬ 
light  onr  age.  The  world  wonld  be  incom¬ 
parably  poorer  for  their  loss.  C.,..  — ... 
we  afford  to  part  with  a  Banyan  or  a  Milton, 
a  Baxter  or  an  Addison,  a  OhUlingworth  or 
a  Butler,  a  Oowper  or  a  Young  ?  The  sink¬ 
ing  of  some  noble  vessel,  the  overflow  of 
rivers,  the  desolations  of  fire  and  storm, 
woald  be  less  disa^ous  to  the  progress  of 
thought  and  the  mcnral  education  of  the 
race.  Among  our  highest  earthly  privileges 
must  be  reckoned  that  by  which  we  are  al¬ 
lowed  access  to  the  wisdom  and  experience 
of  those  that  have  gone  before  os.  All  ma¬ 
terial  advantages  sink  into  insignificanoe 
before  those  wbiob  are  offered  ns  in  the 
ripe  fruits  of  a  vernacular  literature.  No 
tbongbtful  or  Christian  mind  will  contem¬ 
plate  therefore  with  other  than  the  deepest 
interest  the  array  of  those  great  names  with 
which  our  Euglish  literature  is  richly  re¬ 
splendent 

We  have  been  led  to  these  reflections  by 
the  perusal  of  ”A  Compendious  History  of 
En^ish  Literature  and  of  the  English  Lan¬ 
guage  from  the  Norman  Conquest^ 
large  8vo  volumes,  just  issued  by  Mr.  Scrib¬ 
ner  of  this  city.  The  author  is  George  L. 
Ctanik,  LL.D.,  Professor  of  History  and  of 
English  Literature  in  Queen’s  College, 
BeUast  who  is  no  novice  in  the  task 
which  he  has  undertaken.

On  the  morning  of  the  4tb  of  Jane,  lolJ,  | 
a  company  of  fojir  missionaries,  Revs.  Mi¬ 
ron  Winslow,  Levi  Spaolding,  Henry  Wood¬ 
ward,  and  John  Seudder,  M.D.,  with  their 
wives,  sailed  from  Boston  in  the  brig  Indus 
for  Calcutta,  as  missionaries  to  the  heathen 
of  India,  under  direction  of  the  American 
Board.  After  a  voyage  of  more  than  four 
months,  daring  which,  under  their  faithful 
labors,  the  captain  and  nearly  or  quite  all 
of  his  crow  were  hopefully  converted  to 
Christ,  they  landed  at  Calcutta.  They  soon 
after  took  their  residence  in  Ceylon,  and 
commenced  missiouary  labors  at  several 
different  stations. 

Their  labors  were  greatly  blessed  ;  native 
schools  were  established ;  many  of  the 
heathens  were  converted  and  gathered  into 
ohnrohes ;  and  the  Battiootta  Seminary  was 
founded  and  placed  in  a  prosperous  condi¬ 
tion.  After  seventeen  years  of  labor  in 
Ceylon,  Mr.  Winslow  was  commissioned  to 
foond  an  American  Mission  at  Madras.  The 
city  of  Madras,  the  capital  of  the  Bri^h 
presidency  of  the  same  name,  is  eitoated^n 
the  Bay  of  Bengal,  and  has  a  popnlation  of 
720,000.  There  are  nearly  80  millions  of 
natives  in  that  presidency.  Dr.  Winslow 


in  the  same  way  for  the  bnilding  of  Wksi- 
minster  Bridge  and  the  British  Mosenm, 
So  likewise  thought  the  French  Govern¬ 
ment  when  they  were  deriving  an 
income  of  14,000,000  francs  from  lotteries, 
from  1816  to  1828.  All  the  older  States  of 
OUT  Union  raised  funds  for  similar  purposes 
iu  the  same  way  iu  times  post,  and  honest¬ 
ly  believed  that  the  end  justified  the  means. 

But  how  is  it  now?  Frasoe  abolished 
lotteries  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  next 
January  there  was  more,  by  525,000  franos,  in 
the  savings  bonks  of  Paris  alone,  than  there 
had  been  in  the  January  previous.  In  Eng¬ 
land  such  vast  demoralization  was  found  to 
result  from  the  system,  that  in  the  year 
1820  a  lottery  was  only  tolerated  by  the 
people  because  it  was  to  be  the  last.  In 
nearly  aU  our  own  States  the  lottery  is  pro¬ 
nounced  a  public  nuisanoe  and  prohibited  by 
law.  Even  art-unions  have  been  prononno- 
ed  lotteries  by  the  British  Government,  and 
by  express  decisions  in  our  own  States. 

1  heard  a  chaplain  from  the  army  say  in 
public  that  the  example  set  by  our  Great 
Fair  would  lead  to  the  loss  of  a  larger  ag¬ 
gregate  amount  by  gambling  among  our 
soldiers  than  it  had  realized. 

We  read  that  in  the  year  1699  an  assem¬ 
bly  of  ministers  in  this  same  Boston  of  ourt 
denounced  lotteries  as  a  cheat,  and  thmr 
agents  as  “pillagers  of  the  people”;  but,  as 
I  have  told  you,  we  do  not  say  much  about 
onr  Great  Fair,  or  print  much  about  it;  yet 
the  people,  and  especially  Christian  people, 
are  thinking  about  it,  and  asking  questions 
own  judgment  and  conscience. 


talk.  “I  hope  you  are  none  the  worse  for 
my  call,”  is  the  frequent  apology  of  snoh 
do-no-good  intruders.  “  No  real  patient,” 
observes  Miss  Florence,  “  will  ever  say  ‘  yes; 
I  am  a  great  deal  worse,’  even  though  such 
untimely  visits  have  sometimes  been  follow¬ 
ed  by  a  night  of  delirium.” 

A  few  months  since  Miss  Nightingale  ad¬ 
dressed  a  letter  to  Lord  Stanley  on  the  san¬ 
itary  condition  of  the  army  in  India.  In 
this  letter  she  makes  one  most  important 
declaration  which  we  commend  to  our 
/Vmerioan  officers,  and  not  to  them  only, 
but  to  the  whole  nation.  She  says  “The 
long  cherished  idea  os  to  the  necessity  of 
ardent  spirits  for  the  British  eoldiw  is  thor¬ 
oughly  exploded.  A  man  who  drinks  tea  or 
coffee  will  do  more -work  than  a  dram  drink¬ 
er  though  considered  sober.  ”  Well  spoken, 
good  angel  Florence  1  we  would  go  a  long 
way  to  kiss  the  hand  that  wrote  these  few 
weighty  words.  Her  testimony  on  snoh  a 
point  is  worth  the  “deliverances”  of  a 
score  of  Synods  and  Conventions. 

My  lady -readers  will  lay  down  thia  para¬ 
graph  and  say  to  themselves — what  a  noble 
oreatnre  is  Florence  Nightingale  1  how 
sweet  and  refined  a  par  tyr  to  her  holy  work  I 
what  can  I  do  to  be  like  her  ?

Try  to  go  yourself  to  a  hospital  if  yon  have 
a  native  knack  for  nursing.

We  have  been  looking  at  a  photograph  of 
Florence  Nightingale  taken  for  Qaeen  Vic¬ 
toria.

A  Valuable  Belie  —Dr.  Carruthers  in  a  let¬ 
ter  to  the  British  Standard  of  Nov.  Gth, 
speaks  of  having  found  in  a  private  library 
in  Boston  the  Glasgow  copy  of  the  “  Solemn 
League  and  Covenant”  written  on  goatskin 
or  calfskin  parchment,  and  bearing  the  ac¬ 
tual  signatures  of  the  noblemen,  barons, 
knights,  gentlemen,  &o.,  who  entered  into 
that  memorable  compact.  The  present  is 
one,  and  apparently  the  first  copy  taken  at 
the  time.

Doubtless  our  readers  will  sup¬ 
pose  that  “All-Saints’  Church,  Margaret 
street,  London,”  is  a  obapel  of  the  Romish 
Church,  and  that  the  young  lady  became  a 
member  of  one  of  the  numerons  orders  of 
nuns  in  that  Ghureb.  It  is  painful  to  cor¬ 
rect  all  snob  misapprehensions  by  saying 
that  the  Ghureb  spoken  of  belongs  to  the 
Ohorcb  of  England,  and  is  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Bishop  of  London.  The  cere¬ 
monial  followed  was  in  a  good  degpree  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  in  use  in  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  but  it  adds  a  touch  of  the  ludicrous 
to  the  sadness  of  the  whole  scene,  to  see 
that  after  the  yonng  girl  was  “married  to 
the  Church,”  the  whole  party  “adjourned 
to  a  wedding  breakfast.” 

Canon  Stanley. — The  High  and  Low  Ghnrob 
parties  are  greatly  alarmed  at  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Stanley,  the  learned  Church 
historian,  as  Dean  of  Westminster,  for  they 
think  that,  although  more  cautious  and  re¬ 
served  than  Golenso  and  the  Essayists,  Dr. 
Stanley  is  strongly  inclined  to  the  same 
theological  views.  Archdeacon  Denison, 
who  in  the  Convocation  of  Ganterbnry  mov¬ 
ed  and  carried  through  the  condemnation 
of  Oolenso,  censorea  that  appointment  as 
disastrous  to  the  well-being  and  repute  of  ] 
the  Church.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  final 
judgment  of  the  Privy  Gounoil  in  the  case 
of  the  Essayists,  which  is  soon  to  be'pro- 
mnlgated,  will  be  such  as  not  to  satisfy  the 
Church  and  the  public  at  large.

I  AM  THE  VINE. 

We  all  know  what  a  frequent  custom  of 
our  Saviour  it  was,  to  illustrate  his  teach¬ 
ings  by  some  familiar  object  that  was  at 
hand  when  he  spoke.  There  has  been  a 
variety  of  suggestions  by  commentators,  as 
to  the  object  which  may  have  given  rise 
to  this  beautiful  illustration  of  the  vine. 
Some  of  these  are  very  speculative  and  far¬ 
fetched.  One  German  commentator  ima¬ 
gines,  that  after  the  Supper,  Christ  went 
into  the  temple,  and  that  the  above  figure 
was  suggested  by  the  sight  of  an  artificial 
vine,  which  is  said  to  have  been  affixed  to 
the  outer  side  of  the  great  door,  which  led 
into  the  holy  place. 

A  Bufficient  reply  to  this,  appears  to  be 
found  in  the  fact,  that  it  is  entirely  needless 
to  make  sneh  a  supposition,  and  that  it  is 
also  improbable,  since  it  was  night,  and  the 
Saviour  would  not  likely  then  visit  the  tem¬ 
ple.  Olshausen  suggests  that  “perhaps  a 
twig  stretched  throngh  the  window  where 
he  was,  or  the  apartment  was  decorated 
with  the  foliage  of  the  vice.”  Tboluck 
also  to  the  same  effect : — “We  may  imagine 
that  it  was  suggested  by  some  outward 
occasion — a  vine,  perhaps,  trailing  by  the 
side  of  the  window.” 

Bat  there  is  another  solution,  which  is  so 
natural  under  the  circumstances,  ,that  we 
wonder  it  should  have  escaped  any  mind, 
and  especially  the  watchful  German  eye. 
These  words  were  spoken  immediately  after 
the  Last  Sapper.  It  was  night,  and  they 
had  not  yet  gone  out  into  the  Mount  of 
Olives.  It  is  by  no  means  an  improbable 
supposition  that  the  table  had  not  yet  been 
removed,  but  that  they  were  still  around  it. 
The  Master  had  lately  administered  the  cup. 
He  had  just  spoken  to  them  of  its  contents 
in  this  manner — “I  will  not  drink  hence¬ 
forth  of  this  fruit  of  the  vine,’’  Ac.  And 
now  he  lifts  the  emptied  cup,  and  says  to 
his  disciples,  “lam  the  vine,”  and  then  goes 
on  immediately  to  speak  of  the  fruit  of  this 
spiritnal  vine — “Every  branch  in  me  that 
beareth  not  yrui/,”  Ac. — “As  the  branch 
cannot  bear/rui/ of  itself,”  Ac.  The/rui<- 
bearing  of  the  branches  of  the  vine  is  the 
principal  point  of  this  illustration.  How 
natural  and  fitting,  therefore,  to  suppose 
that  the  cup  of  Communion  holding  the 
Sacramental  wine  has  given  to  us  this  strik¬ 
ing  simlUtnde  of  Christ  the  vine.  It  shoald 
encourage  us  to  increased  faithfulness  in 
duty,  to  reflect  that  a  consistent  Christian 
life  is  likened,  by  the  Saviour  himself,  to 
that  precious  fruit  of  the  vine,  which  also 
represents  his  blood  shed  for  us. — Presby¬ 
terian. 

THE  HIGHLANDER’S  PRAYER. 

One  cannot  live  in  the  habit  of  prayer 
without  acquiring  familiarity  with  the  spirit 
of  devotion  which  indicates  to  others  that 
he  is  a  praying  man.  One  of  the  best  illus¬ 
trations  of  this  we  have  ever  seen  is  given 
by  Hugh  Miller,  in  his  great  work  on  the 
“Headship  of  Christ”: 

A  Scotch  Highlander,  who  served  in  the 
first  disastrons  war  with  the  American  colo¬ 
nies,  was  brought  one  evening  before  his 
commanding  officer,  charged  with  the  capi¬ 
tal  offence  of  being  in  communication  with 
the  enemy.  The  charge  could  not  well  be 
preferred  at  a  more  dangerous  time.  Only 
a  few  weeks  had  elapsed  since  the  execution 
of  Major  Alidre,  and  the  indignation  of  the 
British,  exasperated  alm()st  to  madness  by 
the  event,  had  not  yet  cooled  down.  There 
was,  however,  no  direct  proof  against  the 
Highlander.  He  had  been  seen  in  the  gray 
of  the  twilight  stealing  out  from  a  clamp  of 
underwood  that  bordered  on  one  of  the 
huge  forests  which  at  that  period  covered 
by  much  the  greater  part  of  the  United 
Provinces,  and  which,  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  the  British,  swarmed  with 
the  troops  of  Washington.  All  the  rest  was 
mere  inference  and  conjecture.  The  poor 
man’s  defence  was  summed  up  ia  a  few 
words.  He  had  stolen  away  from  his  fel¬ 
lows,  he  said,  to  spend  an  hour  in  private 
prayer. 

“  Have  you  been  in  the  habit  of  spending 
hours  in  private  prayer?”  sternly  asked  the 
oflicer,  himself  a  Scotchman  and  a  Presby¬ 
terian. 

t  Highlander  replied  in  the  affirmative, 
hen,”  said  the  other,  drawing  out  his 
watch,  “never  in  all  your  life  had  you  more 
need  of  prayer  than  now;  kneel  down,  sir, 
and  pray  aloud,  that  we  may  all  hear  you.” 

The  Highlander,  in  the  expectation  of 
instant  death,  knelt  down.  His  prayer 
was  that  of  one  long  acquainted  with  the 
appropriate  language  in  which  the  Christian 
addresses  his  God.  It  breathed  of  immi¬ 
nent  peril,  and  earnestly  implored  the  Divine 
interposition  in  the  threatened  danger, — the 
help  of  Him  who,  in  times  of  extremity,  is 
strong  to  deliver.  It  exhibited,  in  short, 
a  mtai  whQ,  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
scheme  of  redemption,  and  fully  impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  a  personal  interest  in 
the  advantages  which  it  secures,  Lad  made 
the  business  of  salvation  the  work  of  many 
a  solitary  hour,  and  bad,  in  consequence, 
acquired  much  fluency  in  expressing  all  his 
various  wants  as  they  occurred,  and  his 
thoughts  and  wishes  as  they  arose. 

“  You  may  go,  sir,”  said  they  officer,  as 
he  concluded,  “you  have,  I  dare  say,  not 
been  in  correspondence  with  the  enemy  to¬ 
night” 

“His  statement,”  he  continued,  address¬ 
ing  himself  te  the  other  officers,  “is,  I 
donbt  not,  perfectly  correct.  No  one  could 
have  prayed  so  without  a  long  apprentice¬ 
ship  ;  fellows  who  have  never  attended  drill 
always  get  on  ill  at  review.”

TO  FRE8BYTERIAL  C0MMITTRE8  ON  EDUCA¬ 
TION. 

The  General  Assembly’s  Plsn  of  Eduea- 
tion  contemplates  no  other  permanent 
agency  for  carrying  forward  the  work  of 
Education  for  the  Ministry  than  a  Standing 
Committee  for  each  Presbytery  and  the 
Permanent  Committee  with  a  General  See- 
retary  for  the  whole  Church.  The  work 
assigned  to  yon  as  Standing  Presbyterial 
Committees  ia  to  act  in  vacation  for  your 
Presbytery,  whoso  dnty  is  summed  up  in 
the  Plan  {<Se«  Educational  Manual,  page  4, 
sec.  7,)  in  the  following  particnlars  ;  and  to 
have  them  faithfully  and*  sncooisfally  car¬ 
ried  into  practice  is  the  object  of  your  ap¬ 
pointment. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  each 
Presbytery  promote  the  succvit.  -A  this 
work  within  its  own  bounds  by  giving  at¬ 
tention  to  the  following  particulars : 

1.  Making  the  subject  of  the  increase  of 
candidates  for  the  ministry  a  topic  of  se¬ 
rious  consideration  in  its  meetings,  at  least 
once  iu  each  year  ;  and  appointing  a  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee  to  act  fur  the  Presbytery  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Cause,  when.it 
is  not  in  session. 

This  snbjoct  Las  scarcely  been  thought 
of  by  many  Presbyteries  except  when  some 
passing  agent  has  urged  it  upon  their  at¬ 
tention  ;  and  yet  it  is  difficult  to  sea  why 
it  should  be  so,  if  they  consider  it  to  be  a 
part  of  their  functions  to  attend  to  advanc¬ 
ing  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  The  ministry 
is  His  appointed  agency  for  spreading  Hia 
Gospel,  and  the  seounng  of  ministers  is  a 
matter  of  greater  intrinsic  consequencie  than 
their  location  or  support.  The  subject  is 
fundamental  in  evangelistic  operations,  and 
the  many  points  of  great  interest  connected 
with  it  demand  for  it  the  frequent  and  fav(>r- 
able  conmderation  the  Assembly  claims  in 
its  behall  Will  yon  not  vindicate  its  claims 
and  seenn  for  it  the  place  it.deserves  ? 

2.  Seeing  that  the  subject  is  properly  pre¬ 
sented  in  aU  its  Churches  annually,  and 
that  a  contribution  is  made  in  each  one, 
and  paid  uto  the  treasury  of  the  Ferma- 
aent  .Cemnittee. 

Interest  i  excited  in  all  religious  opera¬ 
tions  in  pDportion  as  they  are  properly 
discussed  in  the  pulpit.  If  the  Churches 
are  not  inteicsted  in  this,  it  is  because  it  is 
not  set  befos  them  in  its  manifold  relations 
and  indispensable  consequences.  It  is  de¬ 
sirable  that  [he  presentation  be  made  by 
the  Pastori ;  ana  when  that  is  not  can- 
venient,  b/  ozchanges  ;  and  if  that  cannot 
be,  might  it  not  be  well  for  the  committee 
to  make  it  themselves  the  first  year  to  in- 
troduoe  it  favorably.  Agents  cannot  be 
employed  to  do  this  work.  Vacant  and 
sm all  Churches  shoald  by  all  means  be 
visiteA  The  subject  should  be  presented 
m  its  broad  evangelical  connections.  The 
duty  and  privileges  of  Christian  parents  in 
the  consecration  ot  their  sons  to  the  min¬ 
isterial  work,  the  obligations  that  rest  on 
yonng  men  who  are  fitted  tot  it,  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Chnrohes  to  raue  up  minis- 
ters  by  maintaining  a  high  standard  of 
Christian  consecration,  by  prayer  and  by 
liberal  oontribntions — the  necessity  for  an 
increase  of  the  ministry  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  its  importance  to  every  interest  of  man, 
individual,  social,  political,  religious,  tem¬ 
poral,  and  eternal,  shoald,  in  their  proper 

filace,  be  disonssed.  In  addition  to  this  it 
s  essential  that  a  collection  should  be  secured 
annually  and  regularly  from  every  Church, 
should  it  amount  to  no  more  than  a  dollar. 
Let  this  work  be  fairly  and  promptly  begun 
and  the  contribations  can  be  increased  from 
year  to  year,  till  this  want  of  the  Church  is 
supplied,  but  there  will  be  no  hope  until  a 
beginning  is  made.  Will  yon  not  do  what 
yon  can  to  inaugurate  it  well? 

3.  Seeking  out,  selecting,  examiuiug,  and 
recommending  to  the  Permanent  Commit¬ 
tee,  snob  young  men  in  its  Chnrohes  as 
shonld  receive  assistance  from  the  general 
treasury  ;  and  as  for  as  possible,  supervis¬ 
ing  and  directing  them  in  their  studies. 

This  is  a  very  important  item  in  yonr 
duties,  and  on  the  faithful  observance  of  it 
will  depend  the  welfare  of  the  cause.  Such 
full  instructions  are  given  oonoeming  it  in 
the  Manual,  that  I  need  only  refer  you  to 
that  for  particulars.  The  priuoiple  our 
Church  has  adopted  is,  That  every  one  <f 
her  young  men  toAo  ought  to  preach,  whether 
rich  or  poor,  should  he  sought  out,  instructed, 
and  encouraged  to  do  so  ;  and  that  none  others 
should  be.  One  of  the  strongest  objections 
which  our  Cause  has  to  meet  is,  that  incom¬ 
petent  and  unworthy  young  men  have  been 
encouraged  and  assists,  whom  the  Church- 
es  cannot  and  ought  not  to  receive  as  pub¬ 
lic  teachers.  The  provisions  of  the  Plan 
have  been  most  carefully  formed  with 
reference  to  this  point ;  and  if  wisely,  im¬ 
partially,  and  tboioughly  carried  out,  will 
do  much  to  prevent  all  just  cause  of  com¬ 
plaint  in  future.  The  responsibility  for 
the  young  men  hereafter  aided  will  rest 
entirely  on  the  Presbyteries,  and  not  on 
the*  Permanent  Committee ;  and  it  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  none  will  be  recom¬ 
mended  who  do  not,  on  examination,  come 
up  to  the  reasonable  requirements  prescrib¬ 
ed  by  the  Church.  It  is  injurious  to  a 
young  man  as  certainly  as  to  the  Church  to 
start  him  towards  the  ministry  if  he  is  not 
fairly  qualified.  The  painfulness  of  failure 
shonld  forbid  all  experimenting. 

4.  Making  an  Annual  Beport  of  the  do¬ 
ings  of  the  Presbytery  on  the  whole  snb- 
ject,  to  the  Permanent  Committee,  previons 
to  the' meeting  of  each  General  Assembly. 

This  Beport  shoald  be  promptly  made, 
and  shoald  present  a  statement  of  what  has 
been  done,  together  with  any  interesting 
I  facts,  and  any  suggestions  which  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  may  wish  to  present  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

6.  Doing  sneh  other  things  as  may  be  oal- 
oulated  to  give  this  work  its  tme  place 
among  the  agencies  for  evangelizatfon. 

This  opens  a  wide  field  for  the  discratioii 
of  the  Committee,  and  it  implies  that  this 
Cause  must  not  fail.  It  has  the  first  place 
in  order  and  importance  in  all  evangeuxing 
agencies,  and  though  it  does  not  require  as 
much  money  as  either  Home  or  Foreign 
Missions,  it  does  require  its  doe  share. 
They  cannot  be  carried  on  without  this ; 
and  what  is  needed  is  not  that  any  one  shall 
be  unnaturally  stimulated,  but  that  every 
department  of  our  work  shall  go  on  in  due 
proportion. 

On  your  labors  will  depend  in  a  great  de¬ 
gree  the  suooess  of  this  work  now  growing 
more  important  and  necessary  daily.  The 
Permanent  Committee  hope  for  your  decid¬ 
ed  and  effective  cooperation.

The  American  and  Prechyterian  Theologi¬ 
cal  Review  for  January  presenta  a  noble 
list  of  articles  :  The  Latin  Patriarchate,  by 
Prof.  Bchafif;  The  Epistle  of  Barnabas, 
translated  from  the  Codex  Sinaiticus ;  The 
Begnla  Fidei,  or  the  Gospel  of  John,  by 
Prof.  Tayler  Lewis  ;  Education  in  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Ohurob,  by  President  Fisher ;  The 
Theory  of  the  Preparation  for  Preaching, 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Skinner ;  The  Bohemian  Re¬ 
formation,  by  Rev.  J.  M.  Sherwood  ;  and 
Renan’s  Life  of  Jesus,  by  Prof.  H.  B, 
Smith,  with  notices  of  new  publications. 

The  radical  idea— in  Prof.  SchafiT  s  view — 
which  underlies  and  explains  the  Latin  Pa 
triarchate,  is  thus  set  forth  :  “The  papacy 
is  undeniably  the  result  of  a  long  process 
of  history.  Centuries  have  been  employed 
in  building  it  up,  and  centuries  have  al¬ 
ready  been  engaged  in  its  partial  destruc¬ 
tion.  Lust  of  honor  and  of  power,  and  even 
open  fraud,  have  contributed  to  its  develop¬ 
ment  ;  for  human  history  lies  hidden  un¬ 
der  episcopal  robes,  with  its  steadfast  iu' 
olination  to  abuse  the  power  entrusted  to 
it ;  and  the  greater  the  power,  the  stronger 
the  temptation  and  the  worse  the  abuse. 
But  behind  and  above  these  human  impul¬ 
ses,  lay  the  needs  of  the  Church  and  the 
plans  of  Providence,  and  these  are  the 
proper  basis  for  explaining  the  rise  as  well 
as  the  subsequent  decay  of  the  Papal  do¬ 
minion  over  the  countries  and  nations  of 
Europe.” 

The  Epistle  of  Barnabta,  to  be  conclud- 
ded  in  a  subsequent  number,  is  a  valuable 
relic  of  the  early  ages  of  Christianity,  and 
wo  are  glad  to  see  this  translation  in  the 
pages  of  the  Review.  In  his  “  Gospel  by 
John,”  Prof.  Lewis  attaches  special  im¬ 
portance  to  the  words  of  Christ  narrated 
by  John.  Like  all  that  he  writes,  this  ar¬ 
ticle  is  both  profound  and  eloquent.  “  Edu. 
cation  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  ”  w  the 
substance  of  the  discourse  of  Dr.  Fisher, 
delivered  before  the  Presbyterian  Histori¬ 
cal  Society  last  May.  It  dwells  especially 
on  the  importance  of  the  religious  element 
in  mental  training.  Dr.  Skinner’s  article 
on  Preaching  is  full  of  sound  thought  and 
wise  suggestions  for  ministers  and  theolo¬ 
gical  students.  “  The  Bohemian  Reforma¬ 
tion”  is  a  review  of  Uillett’s  “Life  and 
Times  of  John  Hnss.”  It  justly  treats  the 
work  not  as  a  mere  biography,  but  as  a  his¬ 
tory  of  one  of  the  most  significant  move¬ 
ments  of  [modem  times,  movements  that 
are  represented  as  “  the  volcanic  action  of 
forces  long  gathering  strength  in  new 
ideas,  in  inward  convictions,  in  providen¬ 
tial  manifestations,  in  spiritual  quicken- 


mgs.’ 


But  the  article  of  the  number  in  which 
we  have  been  most  interested  is  the  last, 
by  Prof.  H.  B.  Smith,  on  Renan’s  Life  of 
Christ.  It  is  acute  and  thorough,  and 
leaves  little  to  be  said.  It  shows  that  Re¬ 
nan,  but  little  acquainted  with  German 
criticism,  seems  not  to  be  aware  how  far  he 
has  been  already  anticipated  or  rofnted  by 
scholars  far  more  profound  than  himself. 
He  has  written  a  romance,  not  composed  a 
biography.  He  has  demonstrated  that  a 
life  of  Christ  cannot  be  written  on  his  the¬ 
ory  of  ignoring  the  supernatural.  Nay,  if 
Renan’s  theory  is  a  sound  one,  Christ  was 
not  the  author  of  Christianity.  This  hon¬ 
or  is  reserved  for  his  disciples,  for  Peter 
and  Paul  and  John.  The  fufidamental  pos 
tulate  of  Renan,  that  “  there  u  no  intel¬ 
ligence  superior  to  man,”  determines  what 
he  must  write  before  he  takes  up  the  pen. 
This  article  alone  is  worth  the  cost  of  the 
number,  and  if  Renan’s  caricature  of  our 
Saviour  must  be  circulated,  it  ought  by  all 
means  to  be  prefaced  by  such  an  articlo^s 
this,  as  an  antidote  to  its  poison.  Other 
wise,  among  a  certain  class  of  minds,  it  is 
calculated  to  work  great  mischief. 

We  take  this  occasion,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  to  speak  of  this-  Quarterly  of 
our  Church.  A  number  like  this  shows 
that  it  is  in  able  hands,  and  that  it  is  con- 
docted  by  those  who  know  the  wants  of 
our  ministers  and  Churches.  For  those 
who  have  only  the  means  to  procure  a  sin¬ 
gle  one  of  our  American  Quarterlies,  we 
know  of  no  single  Review  of  equal  value. 
We  should  rejoice  to  have  it  in  the  hands  not 
only  of  our  ministers  but  of  our  most  intel¬ 
ligent  laymen,  who,  we  are  sure,  would  ap¬ 
preciate  it.  Its  book  criticisms.  Theologi¬ 
cal  and  Literary  Intelligence  and  Ecclesias¬ 
tical  Record,  add  greatly  to  its  value. 


they?  We  have  scarcely  beard  of  them  be¬ 
fore  except  once  or  twice  that  we  have  seen 
their  names  on  some  exquivite  volume. 
They  tell  ns  that  it  is  a  publishing  house  in 
Cambridge.  Whoever  they  are,  if  they  can 
do  such  work  as  this,  we  advise  them  to 
keep  on.  Then  there  is  a  “University 
Press,”  by  Messrs.  Welch  &  Bigelow,  that 
has  produced  some  exquisite  things.  But 
probably  the  “  Riverside  Press,”  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  Houghton,  does  more  than 
both.  At  least  we  see  his  work  oftener,  and 
feel  especially  grateful  to  him  for  having 
inaugurated  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
style  of  American  publications. 

In  “the  town  of  Boston”  there  are  some 
busy  houses,  which  contribute  their  full 
share  to  the  swelling  stream  of  American 
literiitare.  Busiest  of  all  are  Ticknor  & 
Fields,  who  average  a  new  volume,  we 
should  judge,  once  a  week.  And  their 
books  are  generally  of  a  high  literary  char¬ 
acter,  and  always  well  executed.  Their  last 
and  best  has  been  laid  upon  our  table  while 
we  are  writing.  It  is  the  Lifo  of  the  His¬ 
torian  Prescott,  by  George  Ticknor.  Of 
the  contents  we  have  not  yet  tasted,  but 
what  a  dainty,  sumptuous  volume  it  is  !  It 
looks  almost  too  fine  to  be  handled,  as  if  it 
were  like  a  delicate  object  of  art,  only  made 
to  be  looked  upon.  But  we  presume  it  will 
prove  like  the  fruit  in  Paradise,  both  pleas¬ 
ant  to  the  eye«  and  good  lor  food. 

Lately  too,  much  to  our  surprise,  wo  have 
received  a  package  of  books  from  Little, 
Brown  k  Co.  This  is  such  a  very  old  house 
that  it  seems  hardly  consistent  with  its  age 
and  dignity  to  move  out  of  a  slow  and  grave 
walk.  It  has  half  a  century  of  respectabil¬ 
ity  to  carry  on  its  back,  and  hence  its  juven¬ 
ile  competitors  run  away  with  the  business 
that  belongs  to  this  generation. 

But  it  has  done  some  fine  things  lately, 
which  show  that  there  is  young  blood  in  its 
veins.  Besides  its  more  solid  productions, 
such  as  the  Works  of  Daniel  Webster,  the 
histories  of  Ticknor  and  Prescott,  it  has 
issued  that  very  beautiful  and  complete  edi 
tion  of  The  English  Poets  in  sixty  or  sev 
enty  volumes.  And  here  is  a  package, 
quite  freeh  and  new,  containing  six  or  eight 
duodecimos,  done  up  in  very  tasteful  stylo. 
First  on  the  list  is  a  volume  of 

“FAKnjAB  Quotations;  Being  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  trace  to  their  source  passages  and 
phrases  in  common  use,  chiefiy  from  Eng 
lish  authors.”  Of  course  the  work  is  mere¬ 
ly  a  compilation,  and  the  editor  modestly 
declines  all  merit,  adopting  as  his  motto 
the  words  of  Montaigne,  “I  have  gathered 
a  posy  of  other  men’s  flowers,  and  nothing 
but  the  thread  that  binds  them  is  mine 
own.”  That  thread,  however,  is  the  well 


BOSIOH  BOOKS. 

We  are  jealous  of  Boston.  Not  for  its 
climate,  especially  in  these  Hyperborean 
days,  nor  for  many  things  which  are  the 
especial  pride  of  those  who  live  in  the 
Athens  of  America.  But  there  is  one  thing 
which  may  be  claimed  for  Boston  that  we 
do  admire,  and  of  which  we  are  not  slow  to 
express  our  admiration.  It  is  the  taste  of 
its  publishers,  and  the  exquisite  beauty  of 
their  books.  We  do  not  like  to  confess  it, 
but  it  must  be  admitted  that  in  this  respect 
they  quite  excel  Ne  w  Y ork.  Somehow  these 
Yankees 

of  the  ins}**ttc  world. 

They  have  made  printing  on®  of  tue  a.... 
arts,  and  have  carried  it  to  a  p^feotion  not 
attained  before  in  this  country,  and  hardly 
in  England.  Indeed  the  most  beautiful 
books  that  have  yet  appeared,  bearing  the 
imprint  of  New  York  publishing  houses,  are 
printed  in  Cambridge.  Of  this  artistic  per¬ 
fection  we  have  lately  received  several  speci¬ 
mens  which  are  so  very  beautiful  as  to  de¬ 
mand  special  recognition. 

For  example.  Here  is  a  little  volume 
which  bears  the  title  of  Thx  Book  of  P&aisb. 
It  is  a  collection  of  lyric  poetry  prepared 
by  Sir  Roundell  Palmer.  It  is  culled  from 
a  wide  rang;®  and  is  as  select  in  its  contents 
as  it  is  beautiful  in  its  exterior.  It  comes 
to  us  from  Cambridge,  and  bears  the  im¬ 
print  of  Sever  &  Francia.”  Who  are 


woven  one  of  taste  and  discrimination. 
Apt  quotations  from  the  Old  and  New  Tea 
tament  fitly  precede  those  taken  from  the 
Eaglish  poets  extending  from  Spenser  to 
Tennyson.  There  is  also  quite  a  large 
space  given  to  selections  from  recent  prose 
writers,  both  in  England  and  this  country. 
Appended  is  a  remarkably  full  and  copious 
index.  Altogether  it  is  a  most  valuable 
book,  and  we  are  not  surprised  that  it  has 
already  reached  a  fourth  edition.  It  is  a 
work  for  ready  and  frequent  reference, 
which  every  literary  man  will  desire  to  pos- 
sees. 

In  the  same  tasteful  stylo  appears  a  vol¬ 
ume  of  Sklections  from  Jeremy  Taylor, 
containing  hundreds  of  gems  which  are  fa¬ 
miliar  to  the  readers  of  that  most  eloquent 
of  the  old  divines,  but  that  they  will  love  to 
see  again,  especially  set  forth  in  such  a 
goodly  dress.  Also  a  volume  of  Sermons  of 
Consolation,  by  Rev.  F.  W.  P.  Greenwood, 
D  D.,  the  pastor  of  King’s  Chapel,  Boston. 
Dr.  Greenwood  was  one  of  the  most  evan¬ 
gelical  of  Unitarians,  and  his  sermons  dwell 
on  topics  of  consolation  that  are  common  to 
all  His  words,  so  soothing,  and  so  full  of 
Christian  peace  and  hope,  will  be  grateful 
to  many  a  heart  that  is  heavy  in  these  days 
of  sorrow  and  mourning. 

For  those  who  are  fond  of  books  of  trav¬ 
el,  a  brace  of  volumes  entitled  Scenes  and 
Thouqbts  in  Europe,  by  George  H.  Cal¬ 
vert,  author  of  “The  Gentleman,”  will 
furnish  much  pleasant  reading.  The  Po¬ 
etical  Works  of  John  Keats  are  com¬ 
pressed  into  a  small  volume  of  the  size  of 
the  blue  and  gold  editions  of  Ticknor  k 
Fields, 

At  the  end  of  this  list  is  given  a  brief 
history  of  The  United  States  Sanitary 
OoHMissiON,  containing  a  sketch  of  its  pur¬ 
poses  and  its  works,  as  compiled  from  doc¬ 
uments  and  from  private  papers.  This  is  a 
book  which  contains  a  great  deal  of  infor¬ 
mation  of  special  interest  to  the  people  of 
this  country.  The  writer  says:  “It  may 
be  liooessary  to  inform  the  reader  that  this 
book  doe»  not  originate  with  the  United 
States  Sanitary  c^nimission,  nor  with  any 
of  its  officers.  But  it  i,  written  by  one 
who  has  served  with  the  Commission  from 
the  first,  and  who  may  claim  to  compre¬ 
hend  iw  purposes  and  its  work,  and  to  re¬ 
late  its  fa«»t8  with  accuracy.’’  The  profits 
of  the  sales  nr%  to  be  given  entirely  to  the 
Sanitary  Oommis»ion. 

Messrs.  J.  K  Tiltt^u  &  Co.  do  not  furnish 
the  public  a  large  supply  ©f  new  books  but 
such  as  we  have  seen  are  in  excellent  taste. 
The  latest  is  a  volume  by  Alexander  Smith, 

*  voung  Engli«*»  poet  whose  first  produo- 
Jon.  a  few  year.  ago.  excited  general  won- 
der  and  expectation.  Since  tu*t  uni*  we 

heard  little  of  him.  He  now  comes 
before  tb*  pnbUo  in  a  new  character,  as  an 
essayist,  producing  »  volume  of  “Essays 
Written  in  Country,”  which,  in  their 
subjects  and  mode  of  treatment,  at  onoe  re 
call  the  “  Recreations  of  a  Country  Parson  ’ 
The  book  is  called  Dbeauthorp,  that  beiuu 
the  imaginary  English  village  which  the 
poet  makes  his  haunt,  and  where  he  dreams 
such  plea-sant  dreams.  It  comprises  a  doz¬ 
en  essays  on  subjects  sneh  as  these :  The 
Writing  of  Essays  ;  Death  and  the  Fear  of 
Lying ;  Men  of  Letters;  The  Importance  of 
"a  Man  to  Himself ;  Books  and  Gardens,  &o. 
All  these  are  touched  with  a  light  and  grace¬ 


ful  pen,  and  furnish  delightful  matter  for  j 
reading  in  the  long  Sommer  days,  when  we 
can  be  out  of  doors,  sitting  under  the  trees; 
or  even  now,  in  mid-Winter,  if  we  chance 
to  be  nestled  in  a  bay  window  on  the  South 
side  of  the  house,  or  to  be  sitting  cosily  be¬ 
fore  a  roaring  fire, 

E.  P.  Dctton  k  Co.  is  the  name  of  a  Bos¬ 
ton  house,  little  known  to  our  religious 
public,  as  its  issues  are  chiefly  for  Epis¬ 
copal  readers.  But  there  are  some  of  its 
books  which  would  do  no  harm  to  Presby¬ 
terians.  Such  is  The  Imitation  of  Christ, 
by  Thomas  ii  Kempis,  a  work  written  by  a 
Roman  Catholic,  bat  which  is  one  of  the 
best  manuals  of  devotion  for  Protestants  as 
well  as  Catholics,  for  all  who  believe  in  the 
same  Master,  and  strive  to  imitate  His  ex¬ 
ample.  We  believe  it  has  been  out  of  print 
for  some  time.  At  least  we  have  seen  it 
only  in  old  editions,  and  are  therefore 
doubly  glad  to  welcome  it  in  this  new  and 
beautiful  form. 

Much  less  sympathy  do  we  feel  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  varLish  the  memory  of  Archbish- 
or  Laud,  by  some  devout  churchman  who 
has  written  his  life.  We  respect  the  mo¬ 
tive  to  rescue  the  name  of  a  man  who,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  writer,  has  been  exposed 
to  undeserved  obloquy.  But  we  fear  that 
the  attempt  here  made  will  be  in  vain. 
Laud  may  have  been  a  sincere  man,  but  he 
was  a  bigot  and  a  persecutor,  and  it  takes  a 
great  deal  of  charity  to  forgive  or  forget 
such  crimes  against  the  peace  and  happi¬ 
ness  of  his  country. 

It  will  be  more  pleasant  to  turn  to  a 
Christmas  story,  entitled  Bkrtha  Weisser’s 
Wlsh.  Although  it  reaches  us  after  the 
Christmas  season  has  passed,  its  value  to 
the  young  reader  will  not  be  diminished. 
It  is  a  beautiful  story  of  a  poor  orphan  girl, 
who  supports  her  younger  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ters  by  sweeping  the  crosswalk,  and  is  sore¬ 
ly  tempted  by  the  desire  to  secure  for  them 
a  Christmas  tree.  She  yields  to  the  temp¬ 
tation  in  finding,  and  for  a  while  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  retain,  the  pocket-book,  of  which 
she  knows  the  owner.  But  in  sore  affliction 
conscience  triumphs,  and  it  is  restored.  Of 
course  the  end  is  happy,  as  it  is  for  all  good 
children.

During  the  whole  of  last  week  the  money  mar¬ 
ket  was  active  and  stringent.  Oa  some  diij-s  first- 
ciass  borrowers  had  difficulty  in  supplying  their 
wants  from  regular  channels  at  seven  per  cent., 
and  stock  operators  paid  one-eighth  to  one-quar¬ 
ter  per  cent,  for  three  days'  accommodations,  and 
were  gelling  their  stocks  for  cash,  and  buying 
them  back  again  on  buyer's  options  at  a  cost  of 
twenty-four  per  cent,  per  annum  for  money.  The 
paucity  of  the  supply  was  so  marked  about  the 
middle  of  the  week  as  to  cause  a  decided  depres¬ 
sion,  as  will  be  remarked  in  the  above  table.  But 
notwithstanding  Thursday's  and  Friday's  strin¬ 
gency,  the  week  closed  upon  a  list  nearly  recov¬ 
ered  throughout,  and  in  some  instances  even  an 
advance  on  the  opening  quotations  of  the  week 
was  obtained.  Hudson  River  and  Erie  were  both 
firm  at  the  advance.  The  specialties  are  Chica¬ 
go  and  Rock  Island,  Cleveland  and  Toledo,  and 
Hudson  River.  The  first  named  has  been  carried 
from  104  to  184  in  a  few  weeks ;  the  second  from 
112  to  135,  and  Hudson  from  120  to  134.  The  rise 
in  Toledo  is  ascribed  in  part  to  purchases  by  par- 


road,  and  these  will  be  cancelled  on  the  restoration 
of  the  State.  These  facts  in  regard  to  tHe  bonds  of 
two  of  the  Border  States  (which  are  selling  with  18 
per  cent,  accrued  interest)  at  low  figures,  arc 
deemed  interesting  in  prospect  of  the  ability  of 
nearly  all  the  railways  mortgaged  to  provide  the 
interest  due,  and  ultimately  to  redeem  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  these  bonds. 

Tub  Dank  SuriEiNTENDENT  of  this  State  reports 
that  the  total  number  of  banks,  banking  OKSOcia- 
tions,  and  individual  bankers  doing  busiaess  in 
the  State  is  309,  representing  a  capital  of  $109,- 
268,147,  and  that  not  a  single  failure  has  occurred 
among  them  dpring  the  past  year.  The  outstand¬ 
ing  circulation  is  $42,192,646,  being  a  decrease  of 
$  17, 191  during  the  year,  although  the  capital  had 
been  increased  daring  the  same  period  $052,085. 
Hie  total  securities  held  in  trust  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  amount  to  $37,639,235. 


The  Dry  Goods  Trade  h-os  been  moving  steadi¬ 
ly,  the  speculative  upward  teudency  in  cotton 
staple  goods  being  hold  in  chock,  somewhat,  by  a 
similar  feeling  in  the  money  market. 

Standard  heavy  Brown  Sheetings  have  been 
held  at  41c  ;  Amoskeag,  new,  are  held  at  42  ; 
medium  and  light  rule  at  a  wide  range  of  prices 
according  to  quality,  the  standard  weights  having 
l)cen  much  changed.  Heavy  shirtings  are  worth 
34a35,  and  some  ask  more.  An  Indian  Hca<l  48 
inch  sheeting  wliich  can  be  bouglit  at  52.J  is  about 
tlie  cheapest  goods  on  the  market.  ITie  Amos¬ 
keag  have  a  40  inch  XX  quoted  at  32 J.  In 
Bleached,  New  York  Mills  are  sold  ahead  at  40 
for  regular,  nnd  42J  for  watertwUt.  Stand.ird 
goods  are  not  plenty.  Amoskeag  Drills  are 
quoted  at  42;  Massabcsic  at  37^;  and  regular 
standard  could  be  bought  at  4la41J.  In  Cotton 
Jeans,  a  new  style  of  brown  is  made  whicli  are 
sold  ahead  at  82.  Ptpirerill  brown  arc  bringing 
37 J,  and  old  styles  Amoskeag  are  held  at  35. 
Cotton  Flannels  are  in  demand  for  the  best 
makes.  Tlie  Everett  mill  are  making  a  light 
article  called  the  “Metropolitan  Shoe  Duck” 
which  is  selling  at  341.  York  Stripes  are  held  at 
45  ;  Everett  are  sold  to  arrive  at  35.  Ticks  are 
in  good  request ;  York  at  65  for  30  inch,  60  for 
82  inch  ;  Everett  have  been  closed  out  at  421  ; 
Amoskeag _D  are  quoted  at  45,  C  at  60,  B  at  65, 
and  A  (which  is  a  new  make)  at  CO.  Denims  are 
firm  at  571  Amoskeag,  45  for  Manchester,  67 
for  York,  444  for  Massabcsic,  and  47  for  Pearl 
River.  York  and  Everett  Cottonades,  of  wliich 
there  are  a  few  desirable  goods  left,  range  from 
45  to  671. 

Tho  Print  market  is  more  active,  and  Sprague 
has  advanced  his  quotation  to  2.3c,  and  is  dis. 
tiibuting  more  goods.  The  American  Print 
Works  have  been  selling  at  21  net,  and  22  with  a 
slight  discount ;  Allen  at  21  net ;  Richmond  at 
21  net  for  regular,  and  22  for  pinks  and  purples. 
Within  a  few  days  the  price  of  Printing  Cloths 
has  advanced  to  171  standard  64,  and  most 
holders  ask  a  still  higher  rate.  OUtggow  Ginghams 
are  held  loosely,  at  26.  Lonsdale  J;iconets  are 
now  quoted  at  164,  and  Warren  at  19,  both  net ; 
Masonville  and  Mauchaug  at  18,  6  raos. ;  Slatej^'s 
new  light  styles  are  out  and  the  tints  much  ad¬ 
mired,  and  selling  at  18,  4  mos. do.  high  colors 
at  19.  The  new  ^ring  styles  of  Mous.  de  Laines 
are  now  opening  at  30  for  regular,  and  31a32J  for 
extra  styles.  Ihe  designs  are  plaids,  checks,  nnd 
small  figures.  The  Hamilton  have  an  imitation 
of  woven  goods  not  yet  opened,  which  will  prob¬ 
ably  bring  32}.  Says  the  J.  of  Cmrmeru:  “All 
of^  the  Companies  are  introducing  very  good 
things,  but  the  opening  styles  are  mostly  modest 
patterns.”
